THE WATER COMMISSIONERS WANT TO KNOW 


The water commissioners, last Thursday, had 
anew subject to discuss, and they didn't have 
much information. 

It seems that the Town of Burlington Water 
District had an act, in the Legislature, in the 
past few months, an act which empowered that 
district to take by eminent domain, land in the 
Town of Wilmington.:

Perhaps it is futile to hope, but someday we 
hope to see emblazoned on the walls of some 
building in town the words "Wilmington Histori- 
eal Society". We had such hopes if and when a 
new library was to be built - that the old li- 
brary could so become - but it would seem that 
the hopes are vain, and Wilmington will still 
remain the mule of legend. 


THOUGHTS ON REZONING 


The Planning Board, Tuesday night, indulged 
in a little exploratory talk about industrial 
resoning in Wilmington, looking at sites along 
Route 93, ete etc.’ It was not planned to be a 
talk leading to decisions, but rather just a 
passage of ideas, by one of the few groups in 
our town government which doesn't hold itself 
up to be All-Wise. 

They recognized, as they had done earlier, 
that the town made a grevious mistake a little 
over a year ago, when hundreds of acres were 
rezoned hastily, in North Wilmington, because 
the Town Manager had one little industry. In 
that hasty rezoning the town ruined the finest 
residential land in town, and got nothing for 
its troubles but a few betterments for a few 
abuttors to pay.’ 

Wilmington doesn't need more industrial Tand | 
unless for a special purpose, by a special in- 
dustry that is willing to lay the cards on the 
table. It particularly does not need more land | 
for some of the "secret" things vaguely pro-| 
mised by our Town Hall. 

Wilmington has the finest industrial land in 
the Commonwealth, already zoned, waiting only 
for someone with {imagination to get up and go. 

But we don't have the imagination. Our Town 
Hall is filled with Ostriches.
